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Coordinating Agency Facing Crisis 


Showdown on Defense Squabbles 
Seen Likely ai NCRAC Plenary

NEW YORK—Against the background of a deepening internal 
crisis, the National Community Relations Advisory Council moved 
toward a plenary session next week which may bring a showdown 
on continued duplication of work between U. S. Jewish civic de- 


fense agencies. 

Squabbling between the civic 
defense agencies and the failure 
of the NCRAC to materially im- 
prove the situation were slated 
for discussion at 
the plenary, The 
Post learned. 
The sessions will 
pe held April 26 
through May 1. 

The basic con- 
troversy involves 
the four major Hie 
civic defense . REE 
groups — the PETEGORSKY 
American Jewish Committee, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
Brith, the American Jewish Con- 
gress and the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee. It centers on the issue of 
allocation of functions, a proposal 
backed by the Congress and op- 
posed by the AJCommittee and 
the ADL. 

What It Means 

Allocation would end the pres- 
ent system under which each 
agency, for example, has a legal 
department and would provide 
that all work in a field would be 
assigned to one agency. 

Some 80 delegates were slated 
to attend the sessions, with two 
each from 27 Jewish communities 
represented in the NCRAC; five 
each from the four defense 
groups; two from the Jewish War 
Veterans and one from the (Re- 
form) Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations. 

Committee Did Little 

In line with its objective of end- 
ing the considerable overlapping 
and duplication in the work of 
the Congress, Committee and 
ADL, the NCRAC executive com- 
mittee at a plenary session in 
April, 1948 created an “ad hoc” 
committee. 

That committee reportedly has 
met several times with the vari- 
ous agencies with little result. 
Community representatives on 
the NCRAC reportedly have been 
greatly disturbed by the failure 
of the civic agencies to reach 
agreement. 

The community representatives 
Were reported ready to battle for 
a showdown on the issue. 

Officials of the Congress, which 
has consistently fought for allo- 
cation of function last June ob- 
tained support for the program

Another item which may come 
up at the plenary scssion is the 
issue of Congress charges that 
more than half of the $11,000,000 
sought this year for Jewish civic 
defense will be wasted. 

Dr. David Petegorsky, national 
executive director of the Con- 
gress, made the charge in an in- 
terview with the National Jewish 
Post last Dec, 31 and_ subse- 
quently repeated the charge. 

In response, the AJCommittee 
and the ADL filed a formal pro- 
test with the NCRAC at an 
executive meeting March 21. 
After several hours of heated 
debate, the NCRAC executive 
postponed action until the April 
plenary session. 

The AJCommittee and the ADL 
argued that Petegorsky made his 
statement to affect the fund-rais- 
ing efforts of the two agencies 
through the Joint Defense Appeal. 
The JDA budget this year is 
$6,800,000.

W YORK—Jews and non-Jews throughout the United States 
and in many other countries mourned the death this week of Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, one of the giants of his age. 

The Budapest-born rabbi died after an abdominal operation in a 


New York hospital. 


He rallied last week, but sank into a coma 


Saturday and died Tuesday afternoon. 

In his 75 years, Rabbi Wise reached heights of dramatic lead- 
ership as a spokesman for justice both for Jews and non-Jews, 
but his greatest achievements probably will be recorded in Zionism. 

He lived to see his prediction of a Jewish State become a real- 
ity but not long enough to visit Israel himself. He had planned 


te go there this spring. 


His career was marked by an unflinching stand for the 
right as he saw it, a philosophy that left a trail of upheavals 


in Jewish life. 


As one of the founders of American political Zionism, he la- 
bored for nearly half a century but broke with the ZOA in 1938 
in disagreement with the policies of the administration headed by 


Dr. Abba Hillel Silver. 


He joined the opposition Committee for Progressive Zionism 





CPZ Delays Slate Naming in Bid 
For ZOA Harmony Via Coalition

NEW YORK—(NJP)-—The Committee for Progressive Zionism this week postponed selection of 
an opposition slate of candidates for the Zionist O-ganization of America convention next month in 
a new bid for unity on a coalition basis, despite a lukewarm response to the idea from ZOA leaders. 

The decision was made at the first nominating convention of the CPZ last Sunday and it ran 


into sharp protests from some out-of-town delegates.

The surprise action of the 300 
delegates to CPZ nomination con- 
vention came agairst a_ back- 
ground of reports that Dr. Eman- 
uel Neumann, president of the 
ZOA, has been meeting unoffi- 
cially with CPZ leaders in a bid 
to stop Daniel Frisch, the Hoosier 
ZOA vice president who in recent 
weeks has piled up pre-convention 
endorsements throughout Zionist 
districts. 

The latest district to hop on 
the Frisch bandwagon was the 
Houston ZOA, whose board of 
directors, claiming to represent 
some 2,000 members, voted to 
support Frisch's candidacy. 

The Post learned reliably that 
Neumann has hinted that Morti- 
mer May of Nashville, Tenn., 
also a ZOA vice president, is his 
choice. 

Another report was that Frisch 
and Rabbi Irving Miller, chair- 
man of the ZOA national admin- 
istrative council, also have been 
meeting with CPZ leaders in bids 
for support. 

Silver’s Name Again 

The name of Dr. Abba Hilled 
Silver cropped up in the presiden- 
tial talk again this week when 
Arnold R. Ginsburg, a member of 
the ZOA executive board in Phila- 
delphia, issued an urgent “draft 
Silver” appeal. 

Writing in his column “Our 
Jewish Community” in the cur- 
rent issue of the Philadelphia 
Jewish TIMES, Ginsburg, who at- 
tended the CPZ convention, urged 
ZOA members in Philadelphia to 
mount a draft movement immedi- 
ately and “take the lead in stim- 
ulating a nationwide grass-roots 
movement among the rank and 
file of ZOA membership demand- 
ing that Dr. Silver accept the 
ZOA presidency when it is offered 
to him at the convention.” 

Dr. Silver rejected an earlier 
draft movement in March. He 
previously held the post in 1946 
and 1947 after a return to power 
that drove out of high Zionist 
positions many of the present 
members of the CPZ.

prepare for negotiations with 
the ZOA, despite a chilly recep- 
tion from Neumann. If the 
coalition efforts get nowhere by 
May 1, the committee will work 

out an opposition slate. 

Referring to the proposal, Neu- 
mann said: 

‘If it is minority representa- 
tion on our governing bodies in 
proportion to its numerical 
strength, we are for it. Such 
representation was repeatedly of- 
fered to the minority and repeat- 
edly rejected. But if they mean 
disproportionate representation or 
the fragmentation of our organ- 
ization into permanent factions 
perpetuating disunity and strife— 
that is quite another matter.” 

: What It Means 

Neumann’s stand was_inter- 
preted to mean that, since the 
CPZ could not prove its strength 
in advance of the next conven- 
tion, there appeared to be little 
basis for a coalition slate that 
would give any major offices to 
the CPZ. 

There also was a problem of a 
coalition candidate to head the 
ticket. Dewey Stone, the Brock- 
ton, Mass.,, ZOA vice president, 
who was endorsed by the New 
England ZOA regional executive 
last week for the presidency, re- 
portedly is acceptable to the CPZ 
but some CPZ members at the 


were cool toward him because of 
his closeness to ZOA administrae 
tion leaders, 

The proposal for a coalition ran 
into some fire at the convention, 
Adolph Hamburger of Baltimore 
protested failure to name an op 
position slate, saying that “if you 
weren't ready to nominate, you 
should have said so.” 

Joseph Halpert, president of 
the Atlantic City ZOA region, in- 
formally nominated Rudelph G, 
Sonneborn, one of the CPZ’s key 
jeaders, for the presidency. After 
saying that he had no faith in the 
Silver-Neumann leadership, .e 
withdrew his nomination. Halpert 
said he would be willing to accept 
a coalition on some offices but 
not on the presidency. 

Assurances Asked 

Rabbi J. Leonard Azneer of 
Schenectady asked assurances 
that the coalition, if one were 
achieved, would not be broken at 
the last minute by a ZOA bolt. 

Despite the objections, demands 
for a new attempt to prevent a 
bitter fight at the next convene 
tion were strong enough to win 
general apzroval of a resolution 
calling for harmony.

ISRAELI VICTORIES HAVE MADE 
JEWS EVERYWHERE PRETTY COCKY

LEFT Haifa in a Norwegian freighter on May 21, and we ar- 
I rived in Naples a few days later. I went to see my friends in 
Naples and stayed there overnight. In the afternoon I was taken 
to a WIZO meeting which I was asked to address. In the evening 
some local Jews gathered to see me and to ask questions about the 
situation in the newly-born State of Israel. They x ; 
were worried. The smaller the Jewish community, 
the further away they are from the main centres 
of Jewish life, the less they are confident of the 
Jews’ ability to fight it out. I reassured them. 
They found it hard to believe. One thing im- 
pressed them more than anything else. I told 
them that as I walked into the Haifa harbor, I 
saw nearly every ship flying the colors of the new 
state. Somehow that evidence of the world’s 
recognition gave them a lift, in Naples, Italy, late 
in May 1948. 

From Naples I went to Rome where I spent a day, seeing Aryeh 
Stern, who is now Israeli Consul-General in Rome; Ada Sereni, 
Yehuda Arazi and several other people of the Jewish Agency. Then 
I went to Milan where I saw the DP’s, and then to Genoa where 
I caught my boat, From Genoa the boat went to Marseilles where 
it docked for a couple of days. We went ashore every day. The 
only other Jew on the boat, Benjamin Zifroni, a native Palestinian, 
and myself went into an Algerian Jewish restaurant in Marseilles. 
As soon as it was discovered that we were coming from Israel, 
we were surrounded by people who were anxious to know what 
was happening there. 

“You mean they have an army, a real army?” one 
kept asking. 

“Yes, sure.” 

“What language do they use in giving commands?”

AT THE END OF MY second visit to Israel, I left Lydda by 
air on the morning of March 14.

BRITAIN STARTS RESETTLEMENT

LONDON—The British Foreign Office indicated this week it 
meant business in its proposals to help resettlement of Arab refu. 
gees in Transjordan by asking the British Parliament to apprave an 
interest free loan of $4,000,000 for that purpose.

70A Reveals Orientation Report 
Will Be Made at Convention

NEW YORK—An unofficial Zionist Organization of America 


spokesman this week lifted the mantle of secrecy which has en- 
yeloped the ZOA committee on reorientation by disclosing that the 
committee will make its report to the forthcoming 52nd annual ZOA 
convention next month. 

The spokesman was Dr. Samuel Margoshes, a member of the 
ZOA national administrative council and the dis- 
dlosure was made in the second issue of a new 
Zionist Newsletter,” of which is is chairman, The 
newsletter presumably is being issued by Dr. Mar- 
goshes in his capacity as chairman of a committee 
on public information for the ZOA. 

The administration of the ZOA has maintained 
complete silence on the work of the committee, 
which is headed by Judge Simon Rifkind of New 
York. The decision at the 5ist convention in 
Pittsburgh last July to make a comprehensive 
study of the future of Zionism in the U. S. won 








RIFKIND 
general approval, including that of the opposition Committee for 
Progressive Zionism. 

Some ZOA delegates urged at the Pittsburgh convention that 
an early deadline be set for the committee report and suggested 


last Sept. 1. The deadline was set at January 1 when administra- 
tion backers promised that the report would be ready then at the 
latest. 

The January 1 deadline passed without announcement of 
any activity by the committee and early this year Judge Rif- 
kind invited all U. S. Jews to make suggestions. 

Dr. Margoshes disclosed the date for the committee report in 
replying to charges contained in the CPZ call to convention held 
last Sunday. One of the charges was that the present ZOA admin- 
istration was “totally unprepared and unfit” for the reorientation 
of American Zionism made necessary by the emergence of the 
Jewish State. 

“The entire effort of the administration has been bent toward 
the task of reorientation,” Dr. Margoshes retorted in the Zionist 
Newsletter. “Dr. Emanuel Neumann, president of the ZOA, has 
appointed a committee, including members of the CPZ, and headed 
by the eminent jurist, Judge Simon Rifkind, to study this problem 


and report on it to the forthcoming convention.”

Israel Accepts

TEL AVIV—The Israeli Gov-

Jewish Telegraphic Agency re- 
ported this week. 

Stanley was involved in an in- 
vestigation of a British public 
scandal last year to such a degree 
that leaders of British Jewry 
talked of imposing community 
sanctions against him. 

Efforts by the British Gov- 
ernment to deport him failed 
when Poland, his native coun- 
try, refused to accept him. Stan- 
ley then applied for an Israel 
entry permit and when it was 
refused, announced he would 
sue for entry on grounds that 
the Israeli Constitution forbad 
barring of any Jew seeking en- 
try. 

The decision to admit Stanley 
came after a new application 
from Stanley’s attorney, Max Se- 
ligman, who had been scheduled 
to prosecute the lawsuit planned 
by the stateless Jew.

Slomovitz a former president 
of the Detroit ZOA district said 
he felt that a political campaign 
“inevitably taxes the energies of 
People who should instead be 
working for the United Jewish 
Appeal.”

He said some Zionist districts 
Were rebelling against the “new 
Standards in Zionism’ and asked 
“will the Zionist Organization of 
Detroit adhere to a long-estab- 
lished policy of trusting to the 
judgment of its spokesmen in 
Conventions?”

Rabbi Reports Jewish Merchants Closed Stores 
On Good Friday; Charges Catholic Pressure Used 








HUNTINGTON STATION, N. Y.—(NJP)— 
Rabbi Jacob J. Honig charged this week that 
many Jewish merchants in Huntington closed 
their stores on Good Friday under pressure and 
he accused local Catholic Church leaders of un- 
American conduct in asking observance of the 
religious holiday by members of other religions. 

Writing in the BULLETIN of his Huntington 
Jewish Center, Rabbi Honig said that Holy 
Name Societies of the local Catholic church ap- 
proached merchants of Huntington Station with 
a statement and a display sign. 

The statment said that “Divine assistance is 
required to bring an everlasting peace to the 
world. No better time can be realized than on 
Good Friday, the anniversary of the death of 
our Lord, Jesus Christ.” 

“We shall not repeat stories of alleged in- 
timidation but coercion was attempted on ob- 
jectants to have them close on Good Friday be- 
tween the hours of twelve noon and three,” 
Rabbi Honig said. 

“With the exception of a few alert, self- 
respecting Jews, many Jewish merchants 
sheepishly signed the statement and accepted 
the sign for display saying that their busi- 
nesses would be closed during the aforemen- 
tioned hours,” the rabbi declared. 


Terming the action an “undemocratic, arro-’ 


gant doctrine,” the rabbi asserted that it was a 
“¢hreat to religious freedom for it could lead 
to further encroachments as the years went on.” 


all a matter of business.” 


“This incipient enroachment on the right of 
freedom of religion even by the principal and 
dominant religious sect is a serious inroad on 
the rights secured to every citizen by the United 
States constitution,” he asserted. “It was un- 
American of the Church to request observance 
of Good Friday by members of other religions.” 

He cited in contrast the stand of the Jewish 
Center, as the seat of Jewish religion in Hunt- 
ington, which “permits freedom of conscience 
to all, Jew and non-Jew, and does not by any 
method deprive them of their right to keep open 
on the Jewish Holy Days, even on Yom Kippur, 
if they so desire.” 

The Jewish merchants who accepted the re- 
quest also drew some heavy fire from Rabbi 
Honig. ‘ 

He said that it was also un-American “on 
the part of those who would acquiesce in per- 
mitting this enroachment on freedom of con- 
science, They were not being true to the prin- 
ciples upon which this country was founded.” 

He spoke bitterly of the reactions of a few of 
the Jewish merchants who felt some uneasiness 
over signing the statement and closing the 
store. He mentioned one such merchant and 
commented that “he was troubled by one con- 
sideration. Should he lost trade for three hours 
by closing his doors or should_he risk the gen- 
eral loss of business by fear of offending. It was

Constitution Won’t Stop Sabbath Violation 





Seattle Center Officers Reject 
Ban on Use of Non-Kosher Foods

SEATTLE—(NJP)—A bid to include in the new constitution 
and by-laws of the Seattle Jewish Community Center observance 
of the Sabbath in Center activities and a ban on non-kosher food 
was defeated this week at a heated two-hour meeting of the Center 


incorporators. 

By. a vote of nine to five, the 
incorporators accepted the argu- 
ments of the representatives of 
Conservative and Reform groups 
that the Orthodox group had no 
right to “foist its opinions” on 
other segments of the Seattle 
Jewish population, 

Representatives of Herzl Con- 
gregation (Conservative) and 
Reform Temple de Hirch joined 
in defeating the proposal. 

Rabbi Isadore Kahan of Ezra 
Bessaroth Congregation, a Sep- 
hardic group, joined with Rabbi 
Gersion Appel of Congregation 
Bikur Cholim in urging approval 
of the ban on trefe food and re- 
quiring Sabbath observance in the 
Center building and program. 

Center Officers Warned 

Following the vote, Rabbi Ap- 
pel warned the Center officers 
they could not expect the Ortho- 
dox community in Seattle to sup- 
port the Center if Kashruth and 
Sabbath observance were viola- 
ted. 





The incorporators thereupon 
unanimously passed a _ resolu- 
tion asking the newly-elected 
board of directors to give sym- 
pathetic consideration to the 
two issues at its first meting. 
The meeting had been called to 

agree upon a constitution and by- 

laws. The agenda submitted by 
the regular constitution commit- 
tee did not include any reference 
to Kashruth and Sabbath obser- 
vance. 

Rabbi Brings Proposal 

Rabbi Appel, however, brought 
with him to the meeting a pro- 
posed constitutional provision to 
ban serving of non-kosher food 
and to require observance of the 
Sabbath in all programs and ac 
tivities to the Center. 

Backers of the proposal argued 
that the vast majority of Jewish 
Community Centers in the USS. 
serve only kosher food and are 
closed for organized activities on 
Friday nights and Saturdays.

Morocco Officials Yield 
Matzohs When U.S. Acts 

WASHINGTON—(JTA) — The 
intervention of C. Paul Fletcher, 
U. S. consul-general in Casablan- 
ca, has caused the release of 500 
pounds of matzohs withheld from 
Moroccan Jews, a spokesman for 
the French Embassy here ad- 
mitted this week. 


A cable received by the Em 
bassy said that the French were 
unaware that the matzohs were 
to be eaten as part of a religious 
ceremony until advised by 
Fletcher’s complaints. They said 
that they thought the shipment 
was for one person and customs 
officials “didn’t realize” it was a 
free gift.

cation has been a major focus 
of Mizrachi activity. In part this 
has stemmed from the fact that 
the bulk of Mizrachi member- 
ship, trained and educated in Eu- 
ropean and American’ yeshivot 
(all-day schools) and academies 
and Hebrew schools, was highly 
articulate and deeply rooted in 
Jewish knowledge and tradition. 

Stemming in turn -from this 
condition, Mizrachi could not and 
did not become a mass move- 
ment on the secularized Ameri- 
can Jewish scene, as on the order 
of the giant Zionist Organization 
of America. Hence, it has not 
been compelled to forego educa- 
tional efforts for largely political 
activity. 

Purpose From the Start 

Mizrachi’s purpose, the spokes- 
man explained, has been clear 
from the very outset, when the 
movement was founded in 1903 
at the sixth World Zionist Con- 
gress at Basle. In naming their 
movement Mizrachi—a combina- 
tion of Mercaz Ruchani (spiritu- 
al center)—the Orthodox Jewish 
leaders announced their inten- 
tion to press for cultural content 
im all Zionist work. 

That intention took concrete 
form in America when the Miz- 
rachi Organization was launched 
in 1912 and with the subsequent 
establishment of Mizrachi Wom- 


en’s Organization; Noar Miz- 
yachi, the national Mizrachi 
youth; and Junior Mizrachi 
‘Women. 


The entire movement, now 
totalling 75,000 members, 
found it had less of an educa- 
tion problem among its mem- 
bership than most other U. S. 
Jewish groups. The back- 
ground of the membership 
meant that education and labor 
for the Zionist cause itself was 
| mever any problem since the 
| fdeal of return to Zion was as 

much a religious command- 
| ment as any other. 

Aware of the natural affinity 
lof its membership toward Jewish 
values, each of the Mizrachi 
groups set up the machinery to 
provide material for cultural and 


educational programs to guide 
members along religious Zionist 
lines. 

Steady Flow of Material 

Both the men’s and women’s 
groups centered much of their 
cultural activity around the syn- 
agogue, since “Beth Hamidrash” 
has traditionally been the center 
of Jewish life. Chapters all over 
the U. S. have been provided 
with a steady flow of books, 
pamphlets, leaflets and general 
literature dealing primarily with 
the religious approach to Zion- 
ism, the history of Zionism, cele- 
bration of Jewish holidays, Miz- 
rachi institutions in Israel, Jew- 
ish tradition and similar themes, 

’ Through the national offices 

6f the four Mizrachi groups, 
‘news bulletins and monthly 
publications — each prepared 
especially for the tastes and 
needs of each group—have fed 
the avid interest of the mem- 
bers in current events affect- 
ing Israel. 

Seminars, discussion and study 
groups—all aimed at sparking 
interest in Judaism as well as 
Zionism—have been held under 
national guidance. Speakers have 
been provided regularly by the 
Mizrachi speakers bureau to al- 
most every chapter in the U. S. 
Films made in Israel portraying 
the role of religious Jews in 
building Israel through religious 
colonies, collective settlements, 
children’s villages, yeshivot, 
housing projects, loan banks for 
immigrants, a model school sys- 
tem and sitailar labors, have 
been shown to Mizrachi groups 
in all parts of the country. 

In this general field of educa- 
tion, Mizrachi activities by and 
large parallel those of other 
Zionist groups. But the greatest 
contribution which the American 
Mizrachi have made to U. S. 
Jewish life has been made 
through the Mizrachi National 
Education Committee, familiarly 
known as Mindeco. 

Got Ready Years Ago 

Realizing that with the wither- 
ing away of the powerful Zion- 
ist ideal as a political drive, U.S. 
Jews would in large part be left 
without purpose, the U. S. Miz- 
rachi movement had the fore- 
sight eight years ago to set up 
a national education system 
which would make possible the 
training of a generation of Amer- 
jcan Jewish boys and girls faith- 
ful to history and heritage but 
what was even more important, 
a generation that would not be 
merely a pale reflection or a sec- 
ond-class imitation of Israeli 
youth. 

The success of this program, 
the Mizrachi spokesman said, 
is attested te by the results of 

a survey made recently by Dr. 

Jacob Hoffman, president of

Organized ten years ago, Min- 
deco now operates in 85 commu- 
nities in 26 states and, in addi- 
tion, helps Jewish education in 
Canada, South America and in 
recent years, Mindeco has helped 
Jewish DPs in Germany. 

Appalling Conditions 

The fact that less than 25 per 
cent of Jewish children in this 
country have any knowledge, of 
Jewish tradition and the compel- 
ling need for a central agency 
for Orthodox Jewish education, 
led Mindeco to expand its net- 
work of schools. 

That network includes kinder- 
gartens, Talmud Torahs (He- 
brew afternoon schools), Ye- 
Shivot Ketanah (Hebrew all-day 
schools) and girls’ academies. 
As these institutions grew, the 
need for textbooks became acute 
and Mindeco up a _ publica- 
tions department which to date 
has published and sold 10,860 
volumes. 

In addition, Mindeco has pub- 
lished monthly Hebrew and Eng- 
lish periodicals, dealing mainly 


set 


with educational problems. To 
elevate the standards of _ its 
schools, the Mizrachi education- 


al system has provided substan- 
tial subsidies for the educational 
and physical needs of its institu- 
tions. It also has provided teach- 
ers, executive personnel, modern 
textbooks and planned curricula 
to foster maximum Jewish edu- 
cation. 

Pioneer effort has marked 
almost every phase of Mindeco 
activities. Six kindergartens of 
New York, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts were the first of 
their kind. The Hebrew Kin- 
dergarten Workshop, opened 
in 1944, the “Hebrew Kinder- 
garten Manual,” two albums— 
Shiray Gan and Sabbath Songs 
—of unbreakable records con- 
taining educational children’s 
songs, were all part of Minde- 
co’s trail-blazing work. 

With 16 Yeshivot Ketanot, 57 
Talmud Torahs, using Mindeco 
texts, employing Mindeco teach- 
ers, following Mindeco curricula, 
the Mizrachi movement in the 
U. S. feels it has already made 
a considerable contribution to 
education in the U. S. for Jews, 
the spokesman said. 

In Canada, Too 

Mindeco influence has spilled 
over the borders of the U. S. In 
Canada, a sister organization 
modeled after Mindeco is now 
functioning. Jewish communi- 
ties in Central and South Amer- 
ica have turned to the N. Y. Miz- 
rachi system for help in organiz- 
ing their educational programs. 

If there has been any blotch on 
the Mizrechi program, it has 
been that its leaders have not 
sold its program in the past. The 
spokesman said that Mizrachi 
leaders are convinced it has the 
program which can fill the vae- 
uum created by worldwide ae- 
ceptance of Israel. 

Ia this fact, according to the 
spokesman, lies both the prod 
and the opportunity. Freed of 
the immediate pressing needs 
of political activity, Mizrachi 








URUGUAY JEWS 


FOR LAGGARD FUND-GIVING

The measures taken in Mexico 
to compel Jews to contribute to 
Jewish relief are wrist-raps com- 
pared to what has been happen- 
ing in the Jewish community of 
Uruguay, according to the JOUR- 
NAL’s Montevideo correspondent, 
R. Marcus. In 
1947 Uruguay’s 
Jews raised a 
total of $75,000. 
But 1948 has 
been different, 
due to extraor- 
dinary decisions 





made by the 
Zionist Central 
Agency. 


The campaign began with an 
open-air mass-meeting in Monte- 
video, to which 20,000 people 
were drawn. Then the Jewish 
leaders agreed to tax every sin- 
gle Jewish individual 2 per cent 
of his wealth. The response was 
excellent. Each contributor has 
been given a certificate attesting 
that he has done his part. 


As for the recalcitrant, they 
were subjected to unprecedent- 
ed pressures. Without a certi- 
ficate, a Jew can not enter a 
synagogue or attend a Jewish 
gathering of any kind; no rab- 
bi, shochet, or mohel will serve 
him. Non-contributors are boy- 
ecotted commercially, and are 
even excluded from poker ses- 
sions. Two wealthy business- 
men who refused to give had 
to leave Uruguay. 


By the use of these tactics, and 
due to the general exhiliration 
over the establishment of the 
Jewish State, Uruguay’s Jews 





is ready to make its bid for 
the masses of U. S. Jews. 
Mizrachi leaders believe the 
movement has the sympathy of 
large numbers of American 


Jews; it believes that only reli- 


gious Zionism provides the an- 
swer to the challenge from Is- 
rael’s enemies of a.leged dual 
loyalties, since a religious Jew 
has ties with Israel which trans- 
cend geographical loyalties. 


What are the immediate plans 
for the future? Mindeco will cer- 
tainly continue to be a center of 
emphasis of the Mizrachi Organ- 
ization, the spokesman said. But 
the overall purpose of all Miz- 
rachi cultural and educational 
work ahead will be aimed main- 
ly at strengthening the ties be- 
tween religious Jewry here and 
in Israel. 

In Mizrachi ideology, Israel is 
conceived of as not another polit- 
ical-national state, but rather as 
a spiritual center, acting upon 
Jewry in the Diaspora and in 
turn being acted upon. There- 
fore, Mizrachi, all four groups, 
will continue to sponsor activi- 
ties along these lines: 


Here Are The Programs 

1. Organized tours to Israel, 
guiding U. S. Jews to shrines 
hallowed in Jewish tradition, as 
well as to Mizrachi institutions. 

2. Support of present Mizrachi 
projects im Israel, and building 
of new ones, such as the recent- 
ly-projected Tirah Zvi hospital, a 
veterans rehabilitation project 
now undertaken by Noar Miz- 
rachi.

NEW DATA POINTS TO EXODUS 
OF JEWS FROM PENNSYLVANIA 


By CARL ALPERT 
TATISTICS have always had a fascination for me, and I 
whooped with delight when the latest number of the American 
Jewish Year Book came to hand, with pages and pages of figures, 
giving the Jewish population of every city in America with 100 
Jews or more. An interesting article on “Jewish 
Population Studies,” which precedes the tables, ex- 
plains how the figures were compiled, and admits 
that the results are not always scientifically reli- 
able, though satisfactory for general purposes. 
I was interested in ascertaining the extent to 
« Which these figures reflected Jewish population 
, shifts in the country, and with comparative figures 
before me for the same communities in 1937, I 
began some quick calculations which may prove 
of interest. 








a 

THE TREND TO CALIFORNIA which has seemed fairly ob 
vious was adequately reflected. Twenty-five cities in that state 
showed an increase in Jewish population, and only five a decrease, 
Los Angeles grew from 82,000 Jews a dozen years ago to a total 
which by now probably exceeds the listed 225,000. 

What other sections of the country have shown increase or de- 
crease? With only a few exceptions the increases in population 
recorded are very small, and considering natural increase, actually 
constitute a static condition, if not relative decrease, On the other 
hand, the changes in figures may merely reflect improved methods 
of ascertaining count of Jewish heads over the estimates made in 
1937. This should be borne in mind. 

At any rate, there are some other changes which are broad 
enough to indicate a trend. One startling result which emerged 
from my calculations is the indication of a grand exodus from the 
state of Pennsylvania, Forty-eight communities there reported de- 
creases in Jewish population, many of them sharply, and only 26 
list increases, most of them minute. The only major increase is 
Pittsburgh, which added 2,000 Jews to its previous total of 52,000. 
But among the 48 are such instances as McKeesport which dropped 
from 6,850 to 2,400; Scranton, dropping from 9,800 to 5,500. Phila- 
delphia, too, records a loss in the twelve years of 48,000 Jews? 
What’s wrong with Pennsylvania? 

The state of New Jersey, on the other hand, records 59 commu- 
nities in which there has been an increase as against 26 which de- 
clined. Newark, however, lost almost 25 per cent of its Jewish 
population, so perhaps they merely moved out to the suburbs, 
adding to the statistics there.

ONE MIGHT HAVE EXPECTED another grand exodus from 
the southern states, but the movement has not been extreme, 
Thirty-nine cities report increases in Jewish population, all of them 
small, except Miami (which went from 7,500 to 40,000) and a few 
other communities in southern’ Florida. Recording losses in the 
southeast are 45 cities. Memphis, for example, lost one-half of its 
Jewish population in this period, if the figures are to be believed. 
Atlanta declined by almost 2,000; New Orleans, 1,200; Birmingham, 
1,100. Can it be that they are heading for California? 

Any figures on the Jewish population of New York City 
are unreliable. Thus the 1937 report gave 2,035,000, and 1948 
gives us 2,000,000 even. Those statistics can’t mean very much, 
In the remainder of New York state, however, I find 43 commu- 
nities which increased in size, while only 19 declined. Oddly 
enough it is the bigger cities—Rochester, Buffalo, Syracuse, 
Albany—which have declined, whereas the little villages and 
towns have increased. 

Sometimes one can pin down the local factors which immedi- 
ately affect population. Thus Washington, D. C., had 18,350 Jews 
in 1937, against 30,000 in 1947, but the population of the capital no 
doubt grew in similar proportion in that period. For that matter, 
it should be of interest to compare Jewish increases or declines 
noted above with the general population trends in those cities. In 
the three states of Oregon, Washington and Montana a total of 
seven cities reported declines in Jewish population, while only one 
showed an increase. Is that part of a general population trend, or 
does it mean that Jews out in the remote provinces want to get 
back to contact with their people and with Jewish schools and other 
Jewish influences? 

I haven’t attempted to treat these figures with any scientifie 
analysis, nor have I weighted them by various factors involved, 
But even this amateur dabbliing should prove of interest. I hope 
competent statisticians will take the figures in hand and give us 
the benefit of their studies.

@ A companion piece in any col- 
lector’s home to “Festival Gems,” 
the RCA album sung by Cantor 
Moshe Kusevitzky and reviewed 
here earlier in the month, “Can- 
torial Jewels” gives Metropolitan 
Opera star Richard Tucker a 
chance to doff stage garments for 
those of the synagogue and give 
a masterly musical treatment to 
“Kidush,” “Havdoloh,” ‘“Tzadik

“They even tampered with the truth, encour- 
aging the guests to sing at the wedding of one 
not too well favored, ‘no paint, no rouge, a gazelle 
is our bride. Emulating Ezra, whom they credited 
with calling into existence the peddler of cosmetics 
and ornaments, they urged parents to heighten the 
peauty of their daughters, and made an undue 
jimitation of a wife’s toilette sufficient grounds 
for divirce.”

AND IN THE-~JEWISH CHRONICLE of London, we find this 
question and answer: 

Did the Rabbis permit cosmetics? 

Yes, they did. Maimonides sums up the question by saying, 
“And so it is obligatory for a Jewish husband to provide his wife 
with beautifying objects, for example, colored kerchiefs to wear 
on her head and over her forehead, with henna and rouge and with 
similar things so that she remain attractive.” 

If that’s the way men feel about it, get ou the rouge and 
the hair rollers, get out the perfume and the pearls and the 
powder puffs. If they want to be fooled, why should we deprive 
them of a little pleasure in this not altogether pleasant world? 

And the nicest part about it all is that while we’re busy be 
guiling the menfolk, we do a good job of fooling our own sweet 
selves.

CERTAIN editor I know has been encouraging the men to 
take a trip to Israel, using the excuse that seeing the wonder- 
ful accomplishments there will spur the men on to greater fervor 
for the cause. 

I think we women had better get together to put a damper on 
the unbridled enthusiasm of our menfolk. As far as I’m concerned, 
that editor’s logic is indefensible. Let the men satisfy their cur- 
josity vicariously. There are plenty of good films and books on 
Israel for them to observe and study. 

Israel doesn’t need tourists this summer. She’s filled to the 
rafters as it is with bona fide immigrants sleeping on bare ground. 

And even more to the point, the thousands of dollars spent 
on the trip would be much better channelled into food and shel- 
ter and medicine for the new citizens of Israel. 

But ladies, if you want a clincher for your battle of wits, tell 
your man that if he thinks a trip there will be advantageous, you'll 
be glad to represent the family while he plays nursemaid to the 
children. After all, the Israeli women will think it passing strange 
that only men come over to be inspired when women were just as 
much responsible for the finished product to be visited.

ARAB GANGS PLANNING TO SELL 
STOLEN TORAH SCROLLS IN U.S. 


JERUSALEM—Arab gangs in the* old city of Jerusalem have 
looted two ancient Torah scrolls from the Churvah Synagogue and 
now seek to smuggle them to the U. S. for sale to the highest bidder, 
the Mizrachi (religious Zionists) news bureau reported this week. 

According to a World Mizrachi report, one U. S. Jewish body 
has already offered about $40,000 - 
for the scrolls. 


The MNB also reported that 
the Arab smugel--s intend to 
Offer the scrolls to Temple 
Emanu-El in New York, one of 
the largest reform temples in 
the US. 


The Mizrachi report said the 
scrolls are now buried some- 
where in the old city and the Arab 
looters have shrouded their plans 
in secrecy to prevent arrest and 
Punishment. The Mizrachi report 
said that the scrolls were expect- 
ed to be sent to the U.S. in less 
than a month.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.- Rabbi Ti- 
bor H. Stern, speaking for the Or- 
thodox Rabbinate of Kansas City, 
severely condemned the Jewish 
Federation of Kansas City and 
the United Jewish Appeal this 
week for activity on the Sabbath. 

“The religious Jews of our com- 
munity will not tolerate that the 
offices of the Federation and the 
UJA shall be open on Sabbath,” 
Rabbi Stern said in the current 
issue of the Jewish GUIDE, pub- 
lished by the Federated Orthodox 
Congregations of Kansas City. 

He added that “we cannot keep 
silent over the outrageous fact 
that at the campaign dinners and 
meetings, non-kosher food is ser- 
ved. By serving non-kosher foods 
the Jewish Federation is publicly 
violating the very foundation of 
Judaism.” 

He appealed to the president 
and board of directors, of which 
he is a member, to end the two 
violations immediately. 





Israel Celebrates 
First Passover 

TEL AVIV — (JTA) — For the 
first time in nearly 1,900 years, 
Jews in Israel celebrated Pass- 
over in their own independent 
country. Throughout Israel, tens 
of thousands of Jews made the 
traditional Seder service joyous 
celebrations. 

Heavy rains which had fallen 
all over the country ceased to- 
ward evening as the holiday 
started and the weather became 
clear, but cold. In this city thou- 
sands of Israeli soldiers on leave 
were guests in private homes. 
The Histadrut held a giant Seder 
service in Tel Aviv’s largest 
theater with several members of 
the Cabinet and the Knesseth in 
attendance.

Abolish The “Proxy”? System ‘At ZOA Conventions 


HILE much maneuvering is going on in 

connection with candidates for the pres- 
idency of the Zionist Organization of America, 
little is known or has been said about the 
vicious system of “proxies” by which the elec- 
tion under certain conditions can be almost con- 
trolled, or if not controlled, affected in such a 
way as to controvert the will of the majority 
of delegates, 

Under this time-honored tradition, the party 
in power is enabled to retain control and can 
be unseated only by an upheaval. 

The technique is simple. Simple and vicious. 

When a district in California advises the na- 
tional ZOA office that it will not have any 
representation at the national convention, then 
a proxy or proxies, depending on the number of 
delegates to which the district is entitled, is 
named by the ZOA administration. The proxy 
is on paper supposed to represent the district, 
but in practice it does not. 


The upshot is a bloc voting exactly as the 
administration desires, all members voting al. 
most in concert on every question. 

This system obviously defeats the purpose of 
the convention. The delegates may think they 
are voting on issues and men to express the 
will of the membership but often because of 
these proxies, the delegates are merely taking 
part in a sham ceremony. 

Just how many proxies there will be in any 
year cannot be determined until just before the 
convention but that there will always be a large 
number is definite. 

What should be done is obvious. The system 
of proxies should be abolished, now, before the 
convention. Such action would do as much ag 
anything else to restore confidence in the pres. 
ent administration and lend weight to its con. 
tention that it is keeping a “hands-off” policy 
in the present race for the next president of 
the ZOA, 


The Synagogue Council Overreached Itself 


HE POST will no doubt be criticized for its 

mild stand on the problem of the Arab 
DPs and it does not want to go farther than it 
did in its editorial of April 8. Yet a statement 
on the issue from Dr. Robert Gordis as presi- 
dent of the Synagogue Council of America re- 
quires additional discussion of the. problem. 

Dr. Gordis upholds the position taken by Is- 
rael in minutest detail and repeats the offer 
made by Israel for an exchange of populations 
with the Arab state, as if that proposed ex- 
change was in fact an exchange. 

The Synagogue Council is not a state, taking 
positions in the political world, for reasons of 
diplomacy and politics. It is the official body 
of Judaism in the United States, 

But let us, nevertheless, take a look at the 
proposal. In order to make an exchange, you 
offer something you have to someone who 
wants it in exchange for something he has 
that you want. This is an exchange. 

Is that involved in proposals to exchange the 
Arab DPs for Jews in the Moslem lands? It is 
not, Neither the Arab states nor Israel wants 


the Arab DPs. Israel wants the Jews, and if 
Arab nations do not want them, they seem to 
want at least their property. 

If the Arab nations did not want the Jews 
living among them and would permit them to 
migrate to Israel, there would still be no ex. 
change. ; 

The Post is not unaware of what is involved, 
in view of the many primary tasks facing 
Israel. But it is not Jewish ethics to con. 
veniently overlook the fact—which Dr. Gordis’ 
statement does overlook—that in a good many 
instances the Arabs who fled did so because 
they feared, however unjustifiably, for their 
lives at the hands of the Israeli. The Deir 
Yassin massacre of Arabs by the Irgun cer. 
tainly did not calm those fears. 

In its April 8 editorial, The Post hinted that 
perhaps the position of Israel today was in 
part dictated by diplomatic reasons; Israel] 
hopes to be in a better bargaining position at 
the peace table. If that is so, then the Syna 
gogue Council of America, as the spokesmau 
for Judaism in the U. S., might better have 
left unissued its recent statement. 


Did The National Council Of Jewish Women Miss ? 


HERE can be no objections whatever to 

the conference of the National Council of 
Jewish Women on the “Critical Problems of 
Education in Israel” next Sunday in-New York. 
The fact that the group has included Israel in 
its scope of activities is certainly commenda- 
ble. 

For some time, in a good many communities, 
the organization has been a sort of foil to 
Hadassah, with the Council of Jewish Women 
concentrating its efforts on the American scene 
and Hadassah, of course, on Israel. For the 
NCJW was a “Reform” women’s group and the 
Hadassah the Conservative Women’s Group. 
These lines of demarcation were not true in 
every community, but generally that was the 
pattern. 

With the NCJW having taken on as one of 
its main projects sponsorship of the Department 
of Education at the Hebrew University in Jeru- 
salem, it becomes only logical that it would 
seek to bring the best brains of the U. S. and 
elsewhere to solution of the many problems of 


education in Israel. 

But it seems sort of ironic, too. Jewish educa 
tion in the U. S. is not in the best of condition, 
It too needs a splendid organization like the 
National Council of Jewish Women to help out 
in areas where the other agencies are not now 
operating. 

There is a particular need now for a sponsor- 
ing group in adult Jewish education. The exist- 
ence of the need has been recognized for years. 
B'nai B’rith has made sporadic attempts to do 
something, as have other agencies. 

But there is a new factor which was not 
present when these earlier abortive efforts 
were made. The time is ripe now for fruitful 
efforts in that direction, Elliot Cohen’s obser- 
vation that he knows of four groups of Jewish 
intellectuals studying Judaism and Jewish the 
ology is not an isolated incident. 

A full-scale and intelligent program for adult 
Jewish education in the U. S. would sweep the 
country today.

Israel Anniversary Celebration Belongs To The Synagogue 


HE celebration of the anniversary of the 

"hE aueieanone of Israel will be incorpo- 
rated into Jewish tradition in time as have 
other important Jewish dates, and it will be 
come a religious holiday as is Jewish custom. 

But the celebrations in the United States this 
year will be almost entirely secular, unfortu- 
nately. This should not have been, and a rab- 
binate a little more alert would have pointed out 
to the national organizations involved that this 
celebration belongs to the synagogue. 

Services the Friday evening preceding May 4 
will not suffice. 

When the editor of this paper suggested at 


his own Zionist board meeting that the cele 
bration start with services at all or one of the 
synagogues, one of the two rabbis present 
maintained a golden silence, while the other 
whispered in our ear that a rabbi would deliver 
the invocation.

Whether for prayer of thanksgiving or for 
prayer for relief from troubles, the synagogue 
and not the Jewish Center or the public aud 
torium is the place where Jews should congre 
gate. The synagogue need not be only a place 
to shun on Friday nights; it can and must be * 
come the meeting place for Jews on all signifi- 
cant occasions. 
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SMALL TOWN SPOKESMAN BELIEVES 
NEW YORKERS LAG IN UJA SUPPORT

It is quite interesting to read 
the excerpts (or Digest as you 
so well put it) from the Yiddish 
Press, by Rabbi Samuel Silver.

a smal] community you are not 
overlooked. Bad feelings (which 
we can ill afford) have been 
ereated because contributors 
have been insulted in an attempt 
to get more of a contribution out 
of them. I know of a man in 
our town who contributed $50 
(he earned less than $100 a 
week) and it was at first turned 
down-—they reluctantly accepted 
—after much bad feelings had 
been created. Is that the policy 
of the drive? I doubt it. 


Living not too far from New 
York, we meet many, many New 
Yorkers that come here, or when 
we go there. I am vitally inter- 
ested in the Synagogue, Talmud 
Torah, Hadassah, Sisterhood and 
all Jewish causes. I make it my 
business to learn their affilia- 
tions. I am very disappointed in 
many New Yorkers. Many, whom

say, “nobody ever bothered us.”

from headquarters into a smal} 
community such as ours, where 
every Jew is known (XRay pic- 
tures seem available of his pock- 
et-book), pick a chairman, give 
a quota, and wait for results. 
Does the largest Jewish com- 
munity in the world do their 
part? True, the figures for New 
York are large because some 
very wealthy people make very 
large contributions. But what is 
the figures on the number of 
contributors? Not only do I find 
a lack of interest for the UJA 
among many Jewish New York- 
ers, but they feel the same way 
towards a synagogue, Jewish 
education, ete., etc. Many an- 
swer they belong to “societies,” 
receive benefits and a burial plot 
and are all set for life and 
death. I appreciate it would be 
a tremendous task to contact all 
Jews in New York, but it seems 
a better job could be done. 


I have also read in your paper 
about the Women’s Division of 
the UJA.

I am an 
ardent Hadassah worker. I con- 
tribute as much as I can to Ha- 
dassah and the Sisterhood (wom- 
en’s causes). My husband is the 
breadwinner in our family. When 
he contributes to the UJA, it is 
not just “his” contribution but 
“ours”’—his AND mine. I know 
the idea is to get more money. 
If the average women had an ex- 
tra income, it would be different, 
but where there is one, I think 
that family should give as a unit. 

We American Jews must create 
better feeling among ourselves— 
and working for others less for- 
tunate than we should not be a 
source of keeping us _ further 
apart. In building up the morale 
of the Jews in other countries, 
let us not break down the morale 
in our own.

meeting at the Hotel Commodore 
here, attended by 200 community 
SOS leaders from all parts of the 
country. 

In the more than three years 
of its existence—from January, 
1946, to April, 1949-—-the SOS Co.- 
lection raised approximately 26,- 
000,000 pounds of relief supplies 


over and above American Jewry’s-

Appeal.

News Was A Shock 

Rabbi Harry Essrig, spiritual 
leader of Temple Emanuel in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., told his 
congregation that it was “a 
shock to receive the news that 
the Hebrew Union College and 
the UAHC are in the red, that 
these two mother institutions of 
our movement have been com- 
pelled to borrow money in order 
to meet current expenses.” 

Rabbi Louis Wolsey of Phila- 
delphia told the Southeastern re- 
gional convention of the Nation- 
al Fedération of Temple Brother- 
hoods that “overemphasis” on 
financial aid for Jews abroad 
was “starving out” the institu- 
tions of American Jewry. 
Commenting editorially, the 
Jewish LEDGER of Rochester, 
N. Y., said “this may be the 
wrong time to make such state- 
ments when the UJA is sending 
out a caravan of hope and the 
need in Israel and Europe is so 
pressing.” 

“But it is no secret that the 
drives for home projects are be- 
ing bogged down by the great 
pressure for outside needs,” the 
weekly added. 

It concluded with the sug- 
gestion that no projects should 
be started “which need large 
financing when this is really 
the critical year for Israel.” 
The newspaper argued that 
“another year won’t make too 
much difference to American 
institutions.’ 

Dr. Belkin, speaking at the Ho- 
tel Astor here, condemned pro-

However, Dr. Eisendrath: hint- 
ed that the answer might be 
found in examining alleged 
wastes involved in allocations of 
United Jewish Appeal funds to 
U. S. national Jewish agencies. 

“Many an individual, convinced 
that every penny which he is con- 
tributing is for the actual relief 
of physical anguish overseas, 
seems to be totally unaware that 
a fair amount of what he gives 
is being spent right here at 
home,” he declared. 

“But it is not spent for the edu- 
cation of the rabbis whom the 
Jewish community cannot do 
without and who have done the 
most outstanding piece of ‘de- 
fense’ or ‘public relations’ work,” 
he said. 

Where Does It Go? 

“Nor is it spent to educate our 
children in the lofty tradition of 
Judaism which, far more than 
all the civic protective programs 
combined, will really make our 
sons and daughters spiritually at 
home in America and spare them 
the schizophrenic antics of too 
many of our paranoid brethren 
who constantly see the anti 
Semite lurking under every bed.” 

He charged that a good share 
of the money “raised under the 
UJA banner” goes to “so-called 
‘civic defense’ It is spent for 
the maintenance of oftimes com 
peting agencies, according to a 
charge made before the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council, not by an outsider, but 
by a responsible official of one 
of the defense agencies.” 

Dr. Eisendrath’s reference was 
to David Petegorsky, national ex- 
ecutive director of the American 
Jewish Congress, who said, in an 
exclusive Post interview, that 
U. S. Jewish defense agencies 
were seeking a budget for 1949 
of more than $11,000,000 for a 
job which could be handled at 4 
cost of $4,000,000. Petegorsky

Mahew said that the British 
Government hoped that “what- 
ever solution is reached, we 
feel there must be free access 
to the Holy Places” in the Old 
City.
